' lye nor more' than twenty-five dol- 
tars for each day of such failure af- 
Hr the expiration of said twenly- 
tour hours. \Vhen any person is sick 
•with any such disease and no pbysi- 
«an is in attendance upbri_such per- 
abn, the provisions of this section 
<iall apply to the responsible head 
*f the family of which he is a mem- 
ter, or if the sick person is not a 
Member of the family occupying the 
mouse or building in which he may 
k*. to the person in charge thereof.

However, equally important to ev- 


ery poultry owner as the ability to 
diagnose and treat poultry diseases 
should be an effort to lesson __ the 
danger of their appearance. Noth- 
ing could be more efficient in ac- 
complishing this purpose than clean- 
liness of house and futures and the 
provisions necessary to insure pro- 
per cleanliness are really so few that 
it should be a pleasure lo anyone 
who wants a paying flock to carry 
Ihem out. 


The first is that the house con- 
tain some arrangement /or catching 
the droppings and that these be re- 
rroved frequently. Probably 
the 


most satisfaclory way to catch most 
of the droppings is to place, about 
len inches below the roosts a board 
or platform which can be easily 
scraped clean. The droppings should 
not be allowed to collect more that 
a week at a time, as the amonia and 
other fumes given off by Ihem are in- 
jurious to the birds. 
The litter loo, should be changed 
as often as it becomes chopped up 
mixed with powdered droppings 
However, litter is nol likely lo need 
changing more lhan once a month 
if plenty of it is provided and the 
birds are not crowded, • 
Dampness should be avoided, as it 


is Very injurious to the health of a 
flock. If nol due to a leaky roof, it 
can usually be eliminated by im- 
proving the ventilation. 
Another worth-while provision is 


to whilewash the interior of your 
poultry house or paint it some light 
color. It will then be a more cheer- 
ful home for your flock and more 
easy to keep clean. Also, frecently 
spray the inside walls, roc:l5 and 
nests with a good disinfectant.
